few. Britiſh or, Iriſh. veſſels are imployed to carry ſpirits or tea for 
foreigners, unleſs to ſmuggle on our coaſt, the nation would loſe 
nothing--on account - of freights, to make all veſſels of Great Britain - 
or. nd, bound from. any..ports in Europe, liable to ſeizure and 


penalties. wherever found with tea or ſpirits, would tend more than 
any other method to prevent ſmuggling.

5. And the coaſting veſſels are not only ſupplyed for their own 
ule but land great quantities in the ports where they are bound. 


6... The Deal boats attend on. all homeward bound ſhips, from 
whom they buy all ſorts of goods and run them on ſhore. | 


7. If the maſters and crews of any veſſels on our coaſt, who receive 
{ſpirits or tea from on board any veſſel, were hable to ſerve for a cer- 
tain number of years on board the navy it would prevent this trade; 
and if the maſters and men of the Deal or any other boats, likewiſe 
on convittion were. made to ſerve on, board the navy, and the 
captain and crews of the vefſels who ſhould pat goods on ad them, 


it would ſtop this trade to the very great benefit of the revenue. 


8. The boatmen or the ſhips crew who ſhould inform againſt the 
- others ſhould be free: as his Majeſty is in want of ſoldiers great 
numbers may be raiſed, if they were to allow'5Z. for each ſmuggler, 
and his horſe for the uſe of the poor of the pariſh where he was 
taken, and to make the pariſh hable to a penalty for ſmuggled 
goods found and ſeized in the pariſh, which penalty to go to the uſe 
of the next pariſh, unleſs a pariſhoner give information, in which 
cale 1t ſhall go to the poor of the pariſh where found; the conſta- 
ble, churchwardens, and overſeers to have power to make ſe1zures; 
as the pariſhoners often encourage poor people to fell tea and 
ſpirits by retail, the pariſh ſhould forfeit 10. to the uſe of the 
adjoining pariſh, for each perſon convicted of retailing tea or ſpirits 
in the pariſh, which will prevent in a great meaſure the number 
of theſe houſes, and of courſe 1dle people from frequenting them, 
and be ſome means of lefleming the pariſh rates. 


9. Foreign veſſels often come with cargoes to ſmuggle on our coalt, 
every foreign veſſel ſhould be obhged on her arrival in port to give 
an account of all teas and ſpirits on board, and if any more ſhould 
be found the veſſel ſhould be forfeited, and on the veſlel's departure 
an officer ſhould go on board to examine if there were any deficient 
more than what was neceſſary for the ſhip's uſe; hand bills in Low 
Dutch and French to be delivered to the maſters of foreign ſhips, 
that they may not plead ignorance.

1. 10. As his Majeſty's navy is in want of.ſailors, if a few ſtout cutters 
were to be ſtationed from the Northforeland to Weſt Cappell in the 
1 -Ifle of Welchern to cruiſe againſt ſmugglers, they might ſoon pick 

up ſome thouſands of ſailors, and at the ſame time prevent the privateers 


from Dunkirk, &c. from annoying our trade in the north ſea. 


11. If government was to allow a bounty of 5F£. for each ſailor 
took out of a muggler and 10F.. a ton for each veſſel brought into

12, Goods ſold at the cuſtom-houſe ſales for exportation are moſtly 
clandeſtinely re-landed and fold for home conſumption, as are large 
quantities of prize goods, as the atteſtations of their being landed 
[In a foreign port, ſigned by two Britiſh merchants, can Mars be 
| had to diſcharge the bags entered into here by the exporters, 

' notwithſfanding the goods were never landed there; this may be 
prevented by TubjeQih the maſter and ſailors to ſome puniſhment, 
and forfeiture of the vellel out of which they were ade 


13. Any perſon having a licence to retail ſpirituous liquors being 


convicted of buying or keeping ſmuggled ſpirits, to forfeit their licence 
for three years,
